‘FOR BALLOT REFORM.

THE PEKNSYLVANIA ASSOCIATION AP-
PEALS TO THE PEOPLE

A Bill Has Been Prepared for the Legisla-
latare, and Popular Support is Earnestly
Dosired—The Features ef the Adopted
Australing System.

The following address is issued by the
Pennsylvania Baliot Reform Association:
To the Cltizens of Peunsylvania:

Assoon as the Legislature convenes, a bill
prepared by this Association will be intro-
duted to provide for a scoret ballot by the
Australian system, and for an open count.
Thatthe object of the bill may be fully under-
stood, we presenta brief statement of what is

systeu.

The term ballot reform includes all such
ohanges in our present systeru of  registration
and voting, and in the laws regulating elec-
tions, a8 will keep illegal votes from being oast
or counted, limit election expenses, prevent
the improper use of money, and put an end
to bribery and ¢oercion by making them use-
less if not impossible, It means whatever will
mako an election the free and pure expression
of the will of the people.

The Australian voung system is an effectual
measure of ballot reform because it enforces a
secret ballot. 1t was used in Australis (uoder
universal suffrage) in 1494 and bas now for
yaare been employed bty mililons of freemen in
Great Britammand her colonlesas well asin
otbor countries, It hasoverywhere produced
the best results, and has never been given up in
any place where it has once been usad, Sinco

its adopuen in Massachosetts in 1388, it has

| rapidly become popular in this country, and ia
| mow 1n use more or less complotely in

Htates.
The chief features of the system as adapted to
American alections are these:

First—Nowinations can be legally made (as
provided by simple regulaticns) eitber by party
ecanventions or by the indorssment of a reason-
able number of cirizeus without regard to party.
The name of every legally nominated candidate
must be pranted on ke baliots free of cos: to
bim or his supporiers. !

Seeond—Ballots. The publication ol candl-
dates’ names, and the printing and distribution
of ballots, are paid fur by the cuunties, like
othier election expenses. Only official ballots
are used,

Al eandidates’ names and addresses are on
the same ballot, groupeidl by the respective
ofiices but marked ineach case with the party
or policy represented.

Third—The great decrease In legitimate
olection expenses, removes the cl under
which large sums have often been collscten,
ostensibly for necossary expenses, bat really to
buy votes with,

Pourth—The ballots bemng official, no lerally
nominated candidate's namo can ba left off the
ticket. There can be no mixed or deceptive
ballets by which to *“trade off" or “sell out™ a
canilidate.

Fifth—All ballots being alike ontll marked,
the warking belog done seoretly, and the voter
boing rnvemcd from showing it to anyoue,
the ballot is secret. This sec is the funda-
mental object of the system. When it is im-
possible to know how o man votes, it 15 useless
cither to bulidoze or to bay him.

The open court goea hand in hand with the
secret ballot, Hallots hould be counted under
the eyes of the citizons, to prevent ull chance
of fruud after the polls are closed. citzen
has a right to see what is none with ballot
when the box s opened.  The open count is in
use in two-thirds of our States and Territories,

We ask ithe citizens to make it clear to their
representatives, that this binl should becomea
law in its entirely.

the association (which s strictly non-partisan, )
to send their names to the Secre , from
whom copies of the bill can be obtained.
